Publicity

Hanoi Position 
Being Studied 


Washington CD—Presidential 


adviser Walt W. Rostow said 
that "an extremely interest- 
ing and delicate phase" of 
diplmatic probes is now un- 
der way to determine wheth- 
er North Vietnam is seriously 
interested in peace talks. 


Whether this "might turn 


out to be a negotiating pro- 
cess I'm not clear," Rostow 
said during a foreign policy 
panel discussion at a confer- 
ence of college editors. 


Nothing yet has happened 


to warrant thinking that Ha- 
noi is making a serious effort 
to get into negotiations, he 
said. 


Because publicity c o u l d 


destroy the effectiveness of 
behind-the-scenes efforts to 
ascertain Hanoi's intent, he 
added, "this is a bad time to 
talk about any particular 
stand which might turn out 
to be a negotiating situation." 


Disputing Rostow on some 


points was Richard N. Tood- 
win, a White House aide dur- 
ing both the Kennedy a n d 
Johnson administrations who 
left last year to join Wesleyan 
University's staff. 


Goodwin charged that up to 


six months ago—the last point 
at which he had inside work- 
ing knowledge of the adminis- 
tration's policymaking — the 
U.S. government had no plan 
concerning what it w o u l d 
negotiate about with the Reds 
if there is a Vietnam peace 
conference. 


If the Communists sudden- 


ly agreed to negotiate tomor- 
row, Goodwin said, "then we 
are trapped in a situation 
which would be very damag- 
ing to us."

(UPI) — The National Aero- 
nautics and Space Adminis- 
t r a t i o n (NASA) will keep 
American astronauts f r o m 
venturing 
into the heavens 


again until it learns w h a t 
caused the Apollo 1 capsule 
to become a flaming death- 
trap for its three-man crew. 


NASA's decision postponed 


three s c h e d u l e d manned 
flights this year, stalling the 
nation's man-on-the-moon pro- 
gram indefinitely. 


A NASA spokesman said all 


scheduled unmanned 
flights 


will go ahead in an attempt 
to develop the Saturn 5 rock- 
ets which will carry astro- 
nauts to the moon and keep 
the Apollo program from get- 
ting too far behind. NASA 
said it still has no idea what 
caused the fire last Friday. 


If the fire at Cape Ken- 


nedy Jan. 27 forces a major 
redesign of the Apollo space- 
craft, the goal of getting a 
U.S. spaceman on the moon 
by 1969 could be missed, a 
NASA s p o k e s m a n said. 
Apollo capsules now use an 
atmosphere of 100% oxygen. 
The Soviet Union uses an 
oxygen-nitrogen mixture.

Meany's leadership raised "a 
distinct possibility" that the 
1.3 million Auto Workers will 
walk out altogether, informed 
sources concluded.

Reuther made it clear he 


is not quitting as president 
of the AFL-CIO's Industrial 
Union Dept., which has some 
60 unions totaling 6 million 
members.

Ruby emphasized the tumors 
were fairly new.

the cell-lining type «f cancer 
which riddled Ruby's lungs 
and which led to his death 
Jan. 
3 in Parkland Hospital. 


Dallas Coun- 
ty medical examiner. A mas- 
sive blood clot which s p e d 
from Rub>'s leg to his lungs 
dealt the death blow. 


Rose summoned reporter";

Killed by Smoke 


Washington (UPI)—America's three Apollo astronauts 


were killed by smoke, not fire, as they fought to get out of 
their flaming capsule, according to space agency reports. 


A week to the day since 


the tragedy, the space agen- 
cy released late Friday the 
first report on the sequence 
of events which followed the 
first flash of fire in t h e 
cramped spacecraft at Cape 
Kennedy. 


Dr. Robert C. Seamans Jr., 


deputy director of the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA), told 
agency administrator James 
E. Webb in the report that 
the cause of the fire still has 
not been determined. 


But the official death cer- 


tificates 
of the 
astronauts 


said death was caused by 
"asphyxiation due to smoke 
inhalation due to the fire," 
Seamans said.

When purchases 
exceed that level, the rural 
districts mav buy power from 
other sources including the 
Bureau of Reclamation. 


It was reported that the 


next step will be a conference 
between NPPS officials and 
representatives of Consumers 
Public Power District. 


Construction of the 345-kil- 


ovolt lines from Fort Thomp- 
son, S.D., to Grand Island 
is considered jeopardized un- 
less Nebraska power districts 
can resolve the internal con- 
flicts.

Power Politics 


Criticism of Gov. Norbert Tiemann for 


changing an appointment made to the Nebras- 
ka Power Review Board by his predecessor 
has centered mainly on the involvement of 
partisan politics. 


There is basis for such criticism, particu- 


larly in that it establishes an invitation for 
future governors to reject unconfirmed ap- 
pointees on independent state boards and name 
their own people. This could discourage quali- 
fied persons from accepting such appoint- 
ments during the latter stages of a gover- 
nor's term.

More serious, however, than the par- 


tisan politics involved here is the appear- 
ance of "power" politics, electric power 
politics — and the state has had far too 
much of that in its supposedly public pow- 
er system already.

Tiemann did not merely put a Republican 


on the Power Board in place of a Democrat. 
He named to the Board a former director of 
the Platte Valley Public Power and Irrigation 
District, one of the agencies which the Power 
Board attempts to regulate and one of the 
principal antagonists in the long-standing dis- 
putes within the state's public power system. 


The Power Review Board was created by 


the Legislature in an effort to resolve at least 
some of the disputes among the power 
agencies. It has done a reasonably good job of 
that, largely because it has approached its 
assignment objectively and has not been con- 
trolled by any agency or faction involved in 
the state power differences. 


Heretofore, no member of the Board ever 


has been officially connected with any of the 
power agencies. This is a distinct credit to 
former Govs. Ralph Brooks and F r a n k 


Morrison who appointed them. Harold Old- 
father of Kearney, the man Gov. Tiemann 
has named to the board, is a highly respected 
man with knowledge of the electric power 
business.

Conceivably, he c o u l d perform his 


duties without prejudice for the Platte Dis- 
trict which he previously has served. But 
he could be expected to bring with him 
some pre-conceived notions which, along 
with his past allegiance to Platte, raises 
legitimate doubts as to his prospects for 
impartiality. It will be up to Oldfather to 
dispel these doubts through his perform- 
ance.

The man he replaces on the Board, Ed- 


ward Crowley of Kearney, already had proven 
his objectivity. 


Powerful forces in the state would prefer 


that the Review Board be eliminated as a 
factor in the state electrical structure, either 
by its legal abolishment or by making it in- 
effectual or by controlling it. 


It is in the infinitely good interests of the 


state that this not be allowed to happen. Ne- 
braska's future power supply, its industrial 
and agricultural potential and its entire econ- 
omy is tied up in this consideration. 


It is unfortunate that Gov. Tiemann has 


injected himself so directly into the workings 
of the Power Review Board.

It demands now that the governor give 


some public explanation of what he has in 
mind for the future of the Power Review 
Board, the relationship of the w a r r i n g 
power agencies and the solution of the 
immensely complex power problems fac- 
ing the state.

elections held in Japan last Sunday.

Premier Eisaku, who supports U.S. 


policy in Vietnam, was in trouble; not so 
much over his pro-American stand as 
over a series of scandals involving some 
of his Cabinet members.

On Dec. 27 he dissolved the lower house 


and called for new elections. While his Liberal- 
Democrat party was expected to win. it was 
feared it would have a diminished majority. 
Instead it won 277 seats in the chamber of 486 
members, only one fewer than the ruling par- 
ty had when Parliament was dissolved. 


The Socialist party, representing the prin- 


cipal left-wing opposition won 140 seats, a 
loss of four 
The Democratic Socialists, a 


moderate leftist party, won 30 seats for a gain 
of 70. 


Analysts believed that the hea\y vote for 


the Liberal Democratic party in spite of the 
scandals, reflected a strong desire for politi- 
cal stability in a period of widespread uncer- 
tainty elsewhere in Asia. 


Japan's economic recovery has been phe- 


nomenal. From the ruins of World War II 
it has risen to one of five most powerful na- 
tions in economic terms. Its political and eco- 
nomic stance can have wide influence in a 
world in a state of flux. 


The election is important to the United 


States because the Liberal Democrats, the 
party most friendly to the United States, can 
now expect to be in power when the mutual 
security treaty between the U.S. and Japan 
comes up for review in 1970.

The debate on the role of Japan in 


Asia and the world will continue and the 
United States has a stake in that role. The 
continuance of a friendly government 
should not be a signal to take this friend- 
ship for granted.

those in which it is expressly outlawed, as it 
is in Nebraska at the moment. 


But in nearly every state around Nebras- 


ka the issue is blazing as fiercely as it is 
here. This includes states where fast lime 
has been in effect. 


Once the pattern of these states is more 


clear. Nebraska will have plenty of time to 
act—since its legislative session normally out- 
lasts all the others.•

der the SMB. Coming under that category k a 
plan devised by two bnsinets executives for 
the settling of labor-management disputes 
without the loss suffered by labor, manage- 
ment and the public through strikes.

This plan is the brainchild of Theodore S 


Leviton,. head of a consulting firm for busi 


ness, and Paul D. Bezazian, 
managing partner of Burton 
Browjj Advertising Co 


The plan has been sub- 


mitted to members of Con- 


fir ess, union officials, manufacturers, bankers, 
and economists. It goes like this: 


—Unions would have a normal right to 


call strikes. 


—But the workers would continue on tho 


job — there would be no work stoppage, no 
public inconvenience, no violence. 


—At the outset of the strike, the struck 


company would be required to deposit all in- 
coming money into a segregated account. 
The firm could draw funds only to meet nor- 
mal operating costs. No dividends would be 
paid. Profits and depreciation funds also 
would be tied up in the account. 


—An Independent agency, such as tho 


Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service, 
and recognized accounting companies would 
check on or manage the incoming money. 


—After an agreement Is reached, funds 


left in the account must be used to buy long- 
term U.S. government securities that could 
not be cashed until maturity. 


—Pay raises and other benefits granted in 


settlement of the labor dispute must be effec- 
tive from the date the agreement is reached 
— never to a retroactive date (such as expira- 
tion of the old contract).

Leviton and Bezazian stress that, with 


workers on the job and the company produc- 
ing, the public Is not inconvenienced by the la* 
bor dispute.

The workers would be paid at their old 


wage rate, plus regular fringe benefits, 
while the dispute is on — and the company 
loses control of its income until settlement is 
reached and for a period after that. 


A benefit to the union, say the originators 


of the plan, would be that the money unions 
pay in strike benefits would not be spent and 
the money could be used for other benefits for 
members or in lowering union dues.

Leviton and Bezazian noted that compan- 


ies would not be subjected to severe financial 
losses or loss of goodwill of customers during 
a dispute period, nor would there be "pre- 
strike" inventory build-up or "post-strike" in- 
ventory liquidation which affects the market.

Leviton and Bezazian say the answer to 


the strike problem is not legislation— it's pure 
economics. 


It sounds almost too good to be true and in 


the final analysis it will probably break down 
if the unions feel they do not have a strong 
bargaining leverage. Unions might strength- 
en their side by demanding that only a given 
length of time be allowed before any settle- 
ment would be retroactive.

With big government, big business and 


the public interest coming into a direct con- 
frontation in wage disputes, collective bar- 
gaining as it was originally intended is disap- 
pearing. A new approach is needed and cer- 
tainly the above plan deserves consideration.

developing new wheat varie- 
ties is to produce wheat that 
does better in poor environ- 
ment than previous wheats 
and has the potential to re- 
spond when conditions are 
favorable. 


One oi the varieties devel- 


oped in recent years in Ne- 
braska, called Scout wheat, 
has attracted attention irom 
Kansas and Colorado farm- 
ers who are starting to use 
the Nebraska variety. 


Constant Research 


The search for new wheat 


varieties, Dr. Johnson and Dr. 
Schmidt explain, is a con- 
stant race to keep varieties 
ahead of resistance from rust 
and disease. 


"It is still going to be a 


while until we have commer- 
cial hybrid wheat," the plant 
breeders say. 


They explained that while 


finances are important in pro- 
ducing hybrid wheat it also 
takes time to produce more 
than one generation of wheat 
each season. 


Indications are, surprising- 


ly, that the hybrid wheats 
will be high in protein. 


This coming season hybrid 


plots of wheat will be har- 
vested for regional studies 
from Lethbridge, Canada to 
Mexico to look for the effects 
of vigor and winter hardiness 
in hybrid lines. 


Western Nebraska wheat 


farmers have been asking for 
a high yielding "feed cereal" 
that might be of a rye-wheat 
or durum-wheat combination. 


Dr. Schmidt said the Uni- 


versity has about a "dozen 
and a half" varieties of this 
type which have "tremendous 
possibilities." 


Most of the research and 


plant breeding work on feed 
cereal type grain has been 
done by Russia and Canada, 
Dr. Schmidt noted. 


Some farmers who utilized 


"foreign area varieties" and 
have had a successful harvest 
last year may find they will 
have difficulties in following 
years, the plant breeders not- 
ed. 


"Why 
do some farmers con- 


tinue to plant varieties that 
have been surpassed by new- 
er varieties?" asked the Wheat 
Commission members. 
Drs. Schmidt and Johnson 


noted that if farmers take ad- 
vantage of new varieties as 
soon as the seed Is available 
the length of time the variety 
can be expected to perform 
well is extended for the farm- 
er. 


G a i n e s wheat, which has 


been planted by some farmers 
in Nebraska, was said to have 
enjoyed almost perfect weath- 
er last summer but needs cool 
weather and is susceptible to 
rust.

Balance of Power Favors South 
Big Realignment 
For Ag Committee 


By John Hein

Washington—Southerners will hold an overwhelming bal- 


ance of power in the House Committee on Agriculture this 
session of Congress, 


Realignment of the House 


committee is not yet official, 
but it appears obvious that 
corn, hog, and cattle pro- 
duc"rs In the Midwest are 
going to have to take what 
the peanut, tobacco, and cot- 
ton growers want to give 
them. 


The breakdown of the com- 


mittee by party representa- 
tion will be 20 Democrats and 
15 Republicans. 


Perhaps the most startling 


development in realignment 
of the election-riddled com- 
mittee will be the strong pos- 
sibility of the consumer, rath- 
er than the farmer, getting 
the most benefit as far as 
representation goes. 


No Democrats 


The second outstanding fea- 


ture of the realignment will 
be the fact that 11 of the 
top 12 agricultural producing 
states will not have a Demo- 
cratic representative on the 
House committee and six of 
the top 12 agricultural states 
will have no committee rep- 
resentation at all. 


There will thus be a com- 


plete void of Democratic rep- 
resentation for feed grain and 
livestock states in the Mid- 
west. Only Texas, of the top 
12 agricultural states will be 
represented on the Democrat- 
ic side of the committee. 


The 11 top states left out 


are Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, 
California, O h i o , Indiana, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Kan- 
sas, Florida, a n d Missouri 
which accounted for one-half 
of the nation's $39 billion ag- 
ricultural commodity sales in 
1965. 


Conservative View 


The overwhelming political 


philosophy of the 35-member 
House Committee on Agricul- 
ture today is a highly con- 
servative one that is closely 
in line with that voiced by 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation meaning opposi- 
tion to just all federal farm 
programs that this country 
has operated under in the last 
30 years. 


The impact of the realign- 


ment on c a 111 e-producmg 
states could be very signifi- 
cant. Of the top 10 cattle- 
producing states, only Texas 
will be represented on the 
Democratic side. Iowa Ne- 
braska, Colorado, and South 
Dakota, will not be repre- 
sented at all. 


This could very possibly 


prevent any action toward re- 
stricting beef imports and 
meat packer feeding of live 
stock.

Counsel 
'Unsettled' 
Law Area 


Allison: Who 
Is Entitled? 


By HAROLD SIMMONS 
One of the most "unset- 


tled" areas of American law 
today is the question of pre- 
cisely who is and who is not 
entitled to legal counsel in 
court actions, according to 
Junius L. Allison. 


The executive director of 


the National Legal Aid and 
Defender Assn. said there is 
still doubt on how far t h e 
right to counsel," as inter- 


preted by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, extends into o t h e r 
areas of the law. 


While legal counsel must 


be provided for those accused 
of capital - and felony of- 
fenses, he said, the court has 
not yet ruled whether people 
i n v o l v e d is misdemeanor, 
traffic, habeas corpus, juvenile 
and mental commitment pro- 
ceedings are also entitled to 
counsel. 


Speaking to a group of Uni- 


versity of Nebraska L a w 
College students, A l l i s o n 
briefly outlined "the expand- 
ing right to counsel" in this 
country and areas of t h e 
law that may yet be affected. 


Recent high court decisions 


have expanded the right to 
counsel guaranteed in t h e 
6th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution to include those 
accused of capital 
offenses 


and felonies in state courts, 
he said. 


However, 
he said, t h e 


court did not say those ac- 
cused of a "felony" have a 
right to counsel, only those 
accused of " s e r i o u s of- 
fenses." 


There is a distinction here, 


he said, because offenses ar- 
bitrarily cataloged as "mis- 
demanors" in s o m e states 
carry a penalty of up to five 
years in prison. 


So iar 
the c o u r t has 


"dodged" this issue, Allison 
said, and noted it recently 
refused to review a misde- 
meanor case that netted a de- 
fendant one year in prison. 


An area now under review 


by the U S. Supreme Court is 
whether defendants in Juve- 
nile Court actions are entitled 
to legal counsel. 


While Juvenile Court actions 


are technically "civil" actions, 
he said, the end result is that a 
person may lose his freedom 
just as he may in a normal 
criminal action. 


Two other areas where de- 


cisions have yst to be made 
on whether people are 
en- 


titled to legal counsel is in 
habeas 
corpus 
proceedings 


and mental commitment hear- 
ings. 


Neither of these are consid- 


ered criminal a c t i o n s , he 
said, but in both a person's 
freedom is at stake 


"It would be a physical im- 


possibility to provide counsel 
in all these cases." he assert- 
ed. 


Court dockets are already 


crowded with pending cases, 
he said, and the c o u r t s 
couldn't process all the cases 
if counsel was provided in all 
these areas.

The Coliseum, while it ranks no worse than a b o u t 


third in Big Eight arenas, is no longer suitable. That it ranks 
about third indicates only that for a league with a good rep- 
utation for basketball, the Big Eight has bush arenas. 


The parking is perhaps the worst drawback. Tippy be- 


lieves if the Coliseum had better seats and more parking, 
there would be more fans. It will be crowded anyway with 
continued success. The student season sales went from 300 
in 1965 to 2,700 this season. 


Tippy feels an arena should seat a minimum of 15,000. 


And tlui! would be only the second largest in the Big Eight. 
While the university needs it, Lincoln would be the better for 
it. too. With a facility like that the state high school basket- 
ball tournament would return and there would be numer- 
ous other uses. 


Devaney has repeatedly stated it would be of value for 


working indoors in the bad weather. 


It will all come. It is only a matter of when and where 


and how. The when could be much less than 10 years. The 
where likely will he somewhere on the outer fringes of the 
present campus. The how? That's the toughest of all.
